In the trial of the aliened railroad bond forgers,
be-ore Judge Mdgwick. ol the Superior Court,
eome interesting testimony was given yesterday.
Superintendent Walling te-tifled that he wou.d

fau reputation as an associate ol forgers; but on his

eross-exauoiuauon he admitted that me defend¬
ants in tuts action, Roberts, (ileasou and Cort. were

Hi of the same Kidney, and kuow.i as such lor

many years in i*>llce circles. Mrs. Gleason. and
Cort the laiter admitting an alias, were among
those examined. The latter, on uis cross-exami-

nation, admitted that he had served a term in
Sing Sing. Neither of tnese witnesses, iney being
brotoer and sister, stood very well the crucio.e ol

cross-examination. The probability is, from pres¬
ent appearances, that the trial wUl last at least a

week longer.
In the suit brought by Ellen Doyle against the

city for $5,000 damages on account of the death o

ber husoanti. Patrick Boyle, through stumbling
aaalnst some umbers placed in & hoie on the bulk-
bead between piers Nos. 3 ana 4 North Rlver>
and in consequence being precipitated Into the
river and drowned, the jury brought in a sealed
verdict yesterday before Judge Van Vorat, in

whose Conn ttie case was tried. On the

larors being polled one of tnem stated tnat,
although signing the verdict, he had since changed
bis mind. Judge Van Vorst, alter severely reprl-
manainir him lor the course he had taken, sent

the jury out again. TUey were absent some tt.ree

hours, when they again came tnto Court and
stated teat tney could not agree. Upon tula an-

nouncemeut Judge Van Vorst discharged the jury,
but oruered tae juror who had changed nta mind

to appear before him on Friday next and show
rau»e woy he should not be punUhed for coaiempt
of Court.

THE MASON COUNTERFEITING CASE.
The trial of George Albert Maaon lor dealing in

counterfeit money was yesterday resumed beiore

Judge Beneuiot, in the criminal brancn of the

United States Court, wnen Assistant District At¬
torney Purdy announced that he was ready to

argue tne uoiute involved in the questions raised
on Uie day previous by prisoner's counsel as to

the discrepancies between tne description of the
Mjunterieita made in tae indictment and toe word-

ng of the bills. Priaunera counsel made excep¬
tions of a very serious nature, ana in imated that
li.e indictment snouid be quasned, as there was uo

evidence to JuauJy the aliegatiins made in the va¬

rious connte.
ine Ccnrt suggested to prisoner a counsel tna.

be would allow Mai to take excep ions for a new

trial. The Court would overrule bis obiections,
and allow htm to move for a new trial on toe
pointa raised.

DANGEES OP TOY PISTOLS.
? very interesting case.Weiss vs. Fitca.cam*

up lor trial yesterday before Judge Grosa, In Ma¬
rine Court, Part i. It was an action to recover

damages fur tse lo*a of an ero by a young lad
named Louis Weiss. < l|ven years of a^e, tne in¬
jury which led thereto having been inflicted bj
Joseph Pitch, aged ten. Tbe parent of Weiaa
brings tbe action agalnat the latuer or young
>Hch. The case is interesting irom the questions
of liability raised un toe trial and the citations
and ruling of toe Court thereon.
Tbe lacta in thia case are simply these s.Tho

plaintiff's son, Louis vteisa, in April last waa in
compauy with tbe deiendant'a son Joseph. The
latter had, two days be.ore tne accident detailed
below, purchased a toy pistol, ana bad been osibg
it. together with-some -ther companions who bad
aimiiar toys. Eany in the morning ol the day m
question these boys assembled in tbe street, near
the residence of tbetr parents, and were practising
with tnoir Diatots at toe trunk of a tree, when toe

cap oi Joseph's pistol exploded, and a piece of the
instrument struck tne right eye ol tue plaintiff's
sou Louis. He waa immediately taken to a
i n«sicuu. alter Chat to au o<;uust, wueu it was
dts oveied thai tue eye couid not oe saved,
and tuat in oroer to preserve the sight iu the uther
e>e tue wounded organ bad to be lemoved. this
ai- ion was urought to recover doctor's and other
l^es, aud a.mi ior toe ,o.»-oi tue services oi the
hou. it Mtog soosrn tuat previous to .ne aocideot
lie was in receipt oi f:t so a week, wb:cii tne plain¬
tiff received.

RAILROAD COMPANIES AND THEHi
EMPLOYES.

On a Sunday In June, 1870, William Seaman,
with two Iriends, trot on a i'bird avenue oar to

ride np town. According to Seaman's atory he
paid tne fares lor himself and Ineuda directly
after jiu went into the car, and then went on to
the iront platiorui, where h> was again asked to
pay the lares. Ue toid the conductor that he had
paid, and the latter insisted that he had not, aud
on his refusal undertook to*put him ud the car.
